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| FIRE LOSSES THIS YEAR 
NOT OVER $250,000 


Error in Report Placing Them at Over 
a Million Quite Misleading. 


Owing to an error {n the report of 
the fire record for the month of Octob- 
er, which appeared in the columns of 
yesterday's Capital, a false impression 
may have been created as to the mag- 
nitude of the month's losses from fire, 
The following is the corrected state- 
ment: Amount of insurance carried on 
| buildings burned or partly burned, $1,- 
| 132,250. Actual amount paid out by 
insurance companies: $86,640. It will 
thus be seen that Chief Lauder and his 
men effected a saving of well over a 
million if the possible loss 1s consid- 
ered,

Man Gives Appropriate Name 
of Dodge and is Remanded

On Friday evening about 7 o'clock 
three men entered Hepburn's confec- 


tionery store on Jasper avenue and sat 
down at & table alongside the safe and 
ordered some ice cream, Shortly after- 
wards one of the lady clerks heard a 
sound as though some one were slam- 


ming the safe door, She immediately 
went to the back of ‘the store to men- 
tion the fact to the man who was 
working at the fountain. As she pass- 
ed the men who were sitting at the 
table she heard one of them say: “I 
shouldn't have done it, especially in 
broad light” and then get up and walk 
out, 

The safe was then examined and it 
was found that the thieves had stolen 
about $30 or $40 in bills and cheques, 
but had not touched the change that 
was in another drawer. They were no 
doubt afraid of being caught, as the 
store was well lighted and there were 
people coming and going all the time. 
The matter was reported to the po- 
lice but nothing further developed until 
last night, when one of the clerks was 
waiting for a street car to go home 
after her day's work. She noticed one 
of the men who had entered the store 
on Friday evening and had sat down 
next to the safe, and also identified 
him as the one who had passed the 
remark, “That {t was a shame that he 
had done it,” 


She immediately notified the nearest 


policeman who arrested the man and! 


took him to the station, where he gave 
his name as H, Dodge and denied any 
knowledge of the theft. This morning 
he was remanded for a week to give the 
police time to collect some evidence

A general appeal is being made to 
the generous-hearted citizens through- 
out the length and breadth of Canada 
in behalf of the berenved families of 
those brave sailors and the unfortun- 
ate passengers who lost their lives dur- 
ing the recent storms on the Great 


Lakes, 

The appeal has been sent out by L. 
Henderson, president of the Dominion 
Marine association. ‘The mayors of 
all Canadian cities have been made 
honorary treasurers, and H. H. Gild- 
ersleeve, manager of the western lines 
of the R, & N&O. Navigation Co.,, has 
been made general treasurer. His offi- 
ces are at the Yonge street dock, To- 
ronto, 

Mayor Short, acting In accordance 
with the suggestions above, brought 
the matter to the attention of the city 
council last night, and accordingly by 
unanimous vote, the sum of $500 was 
voted by the city. The g ieral treas- 
urer wired Mayor Short yesterday that 
the fund is/being well recelved, and to 
date over $20,000 had been promised 
out of $50,000, the amount actually re- 
quired to mect the most urgent needs, 
The messagecstates, -hatsmany chur- 
ches are donating ¢$ Siinday collections 
and theatres and' moving picture shows 
are also contributing toward the fund. 

It is suggested that all contributions 
should be in the hands of the general 
treasurer in Toronto not later than 
December 1, in order that the admin- 
istration of the fund may be made 
promptly. 

At noon today the mayor handed out 
to the press the following request, 
which represents the result of last 
night's resolution ut the council meet- 
ing: 

“lu. Henderson, president of the Do- 
minion Marine association, has re- 
quested of the citizens of Edmonton, 
subscriptions towards what is known 
as ‘The Lake Disuster Fund.’

Seattle, Wash., Nov. 19—Wiery 
speeches were made in the American 
Federation of Labor conyention Mon- 
day attacking the Michigan copper 
mine owners, whose employees are on 
strike. 

Resolutions demanding a congres- 
sional investigation and = calling for 
contributions for the support of strikers 
Were adopted. President Samuel Gom- 
pers sald the convention undoubtedly 
would adopt a resolution demanding 
investigation as to how the Calumet 
and Hecla obtained title to Its copper 
land, 


Conditions Revolting. 


Jos. D, Cannon, of the Western 
Federation of Miners, declared the 
conditions under which the workers 
labored were revolting, and declared 
documentary evidence was avallable to 
prove that the Calumet and Hecla Co, 
obtained free from the United States 
government in 1852 valuable mineral 
land as a grant in ald of a canal, the 
land never being used for canal pur- 
poses, but for the copper it contained. 

John H. Walker, president of the 
Ilinois mine workers, who has spent 
months in the Calumet region, said it 
would be impossible to exaggerate con- 
ditions there, “which would disgrace 
the most barbarous country in the 
world.” Mr, Walker said the miners 
worked naked in the 8,000 foot levels 
without ventilution, breathing the air 
of their own lungs. 

John 3B, Lennon, treasurer of the 
federation, described the dally parades 
of the men and women In the copper 
country, Armed men, militla and de- 
tective agencies employees marched 
along with the paraders on the high- 
way, he said, seeking to provoke them 
to violence.

TO THE PROSPECTIVE SETTLER. 

Galveston, Waco, Beaumont, Houston and San Antonio, 
five of the principal cities in the state of Texas, have adopted 
the principle of iaxation in vogue in Edmonton, namely, the 
assessment of land alone and the exemption of improvements. 
The state of lowa now permits the classification of property 
ut different rates for taxation purposes, thereby permitting the 
exemption of improvements. California has passed a home 
rule bill which will permit any county or municipality to 
exempt improvements, and Pennsylvania has adopted a 
Statute providing for the gradual reduction of taxation upon 
improvements. 

Vaken as a criterion, these moves in different parts of 
United States indicate that before long Alberta will have lost 
its monopoly of being able to hold out the inducement to the 
prospective settler of immunity from personal property taxa- 
tion and from taxation upon improvements, This immunity 
from taxation which Alberta has been able to offer to the 
intending settler has been a most magnetic advertisement for 
this province, seizing upon the imagination of those who in. 
various states of the American union have been harrassed by 
the assessor with his absurd tax laws which levied even upon 
the farmer’s buggy, his live stock and his watch. Missouri 
less than a year ago rejected a constitutional amendment pro- 
viding for the adoption of the exemption of improvements as 
in vogue in Alberta, but Missouri is complaining most bitterly 
of all today of the exodus of farmers to the Canadian West, 
Evidently lowa and California have seen the light, and propose 
to meet the magnetism of the Canadian west by placing the 
inducements of those states on a level with Alberta and 
Saskatchewan so far as taxation is concerned. 

With this becoming the general idea throughout the 
country from which Alberta must get a large part of her 
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INFORMATION FOR 
CIVIC. BUREAU 
OF EMPLOYMENT 


Bowness is Collecting Data to 
Meet Needs of the Un- 
employed, 


The efficlency bureau, under the 
direction of EF. W. Bowness is collecting 
information to be used in the near 
future in connection with the organiza- 
tlon of a clyic employment bureau 
along lines that will meet the needs 
of the unemployed and at the same 
time give better service to the employ - 
ers of labor, There is no reflection cast 
on the present bureau under the dir- 
ection of Superintendent Turnbull, but 
the cost engineer believes that there is 
a larger field which this department 
could fill if properly organized. 

In explaining the matter, the cost 
engineer states that an effort will be 
made to co-operate with other muni- 
cipal free employment bureaus — all 
through the cities of the west. In this 
way it will be possible for men to be 
put in touch directly with those requir- 
ng their seryices, even though the 
pluce may be thousands of miles away. 
Records will be kept of the various 
kinds of work which the unemployed 
ire seeking. The various bureaus will 
then keep each other informed as to the 
need for certain classes of labor and 
by interchanging in accordance with 
the demand it is hoped that a better 
service will be rendered not only to the 
employed but also to the employer of 
labor, 

When asked what he would do with 
the hundreds of private employment 
bureaus, the cost engineer replied that 
the free civic ones would be made so 
popular and be carried along in such a 
way that everybody looking for work 
would go to the city before visiting the 
private agencics, 

The scheme was. discussed this 
morning with Thos, R. Turnbull, of the 
civic employment bureau, who ts agreed 
that the department could be handled 
along the lines suggested. The subject 
will be given further consideration lat- 
er when, more data as to practice else- 
where is to hand, 


PUBLIC MEETING 


Settlers or in competition with which Alberta must attract 
Settlers, it now behooves Alberta to go one step farther in order 
that this province may keep continually in advance of all 
others in what it has to offer the prospective settler. This 
next step the government of Alberta has taken’ by the intro- 
duction of the increment tax. Through this measure it is 
proposed to retain to the public a part of the publicly created 
increase in land value and to use the money for the purpose of 
public improvements, such as the construction of roads, trails 
and bridges throughout the province, thereby. not ony ex- 
empting industry from direct taxation but recovering for the 
benetit of the industrious farmer some part of the social value 
which his indusiry has created. 

Wher any state in the American union meets the advance 
which Alberta has made in this respect, Alberta will un- 
doubtedly have already progressed farther along the way in 
relieving industry from taxation. In the meantime, the 
Alberia measure is so far in advance of anything in vogue 
south of the line that this province will stand out in the unique 
position of being able to offer the prospective settler something 
which no other section of the North American continent has 
to offer.

ADDRESSES THE 
CANAD CLUE 


Delivers Interesting Discourse 
on Canada’s Position in 
the .Emplre. 


“Canadian Imperialism’ was the sub- 
Ject choseh by Mr. J. S, Ewart, K.C., 
of Ottawa, In his speech this afternoon 
at the Canadian club luncheon in the 
Empire hotel. There was a very large 
attendance of members presided over 
by the president, Mr. Jolin Stewart, 

Mr. Ewart who, as js well-known, 
had the honor of representing Canada 
at The Hague, delivered an address 
which was instructive as well as of 
great interest. The whole tenor of his 
remarks was that while Canada should 
Share a common sovereignty with the 
United Kingdom and ihe rest of the 
British empire she should enjoy ab- 
solute independence, He pointed out 
that at the present time Canada 
possessed no international status, 
whereas Hawail and other small places 
and insignificant nations no matter of 
what color, were duly represented at 
The Hague and duly : ized, Can- 
ada ought to have four representatives 
at The Hague and ought to obtain her 
position as an international unit. He 
quoted extracts from speeches made by 
Joseph Chamberlain a A. J, Balfour, 
British statesmen, indicating that these 
men favored Canada being endowed 
with absolute independence, He also 
referred to the opinion of Professor 
Leacock to the effect that the colonial 
system is a worn-out, broken thing, 
and? added that the Dominion should 
have political equality with the ok 
and,

co. Colonel Ramlerez, in command of 
the garrison at Orizaba, is fortifying 
the. strategic polnts about the city, 
and reports to the government that he 
will be able to resist any attack by 
the rebels, 

Battle Reported. 

A battle Is reported to have been 
fought at Ario De Rosales, in the state 
of Michoacan, between 60 federals and 
350 rebels, The rebels are said to havo 
withdrawn from the fleld after three 
hours’ fighting, leaving behind them 
25 dead, while only one federal Is re- 
ported to have been killed. 

Brownsville, Tex., Nov. 19—With the 
loss of hundreds of lives and with 
great destruction of property {n what 
General Gonzales, rebel commander 
describes as the “bloodiest battle of the 
revolution,” Victoria, capital of the 
Mexican state of Tamaullpas, was 
captured by the constitutlonalists ear- 
ly yesterday. The fall of the capital 
city gives the insurrectlonary, move- 
ment control of the entire state except 
the important seaport Tampico, where 
a strong force of rebels is already op- 
erating.

No mention was made of 
non-combatants In Gonzales’ report.

Robert Fiddler Accused 
Having Stolen a Coon 
Skin Garment. 


SASKATOON MAN WAS IN 
RETIREMENT AT TIME 


Defendant Pleads Not Guilty 
But Woman Swears She 
Bought Coat for $40, 


The fate of a fur coat that had per- 
force to be deserted by {ts owner, was 
related in the district court today be- 
fore Judge Lees. The case Was: that 
in which J. B. Foley, of Saskatoon, 
necused Robert Fiddler, of Edmonton, 
of having between the 18 of May and 
the 4 of October, stolen a coon-skin 
coat valued at $175. Fiddler pleaded 
not guilty, and was defended by Mr. 
L. W. Brown, while Mr. E. B. Cogs- 
well acted for the crown. 

According to the story told by the 
plaintiff, he had asked a friend of his, 
called Mr. Shultz, to take charge of 
his property, and hand It over to Mr. 
L. W. Brown, the solicitor defending 
the accused. He afterwards discover- 
ed that Mr. Shultz had preved un- 
faithful, having, along with the coat, 
disappeared. 

Asked in a gentle tone of voice by 
Mr. Brown, just why it was that he 
personally had not gone to the trouble 
of seeing to the disposition of his own 
property, Mr. Foley softly answered 
that It had been impossible for him to 
do so, as he had been in jail. He ad- 
ded that the vanished coat had been 
traced, and the discovery made that it 
had been sold by Fiddler to a wo- 
man, : 

In the witness box the woman who 
bought the coat from Fiddler averred 


That sho had paid $40 for It, and that 


her object In making the purchase was 
to hand over the coat to her husband 
as a present. Following up this state- 
ment, she remarked that she and her 
husband had had a disagreement all 
summer and that now they had drifted 
apart. She had no reason whatever to 
believe that the coat was not the pro- 
perty of the accused. 

In giving evidence in his own behalf, 
Fiddler alleged ihat he had received 
the coat as a present from Mr. Shultz, 
the afore-mentioned friend of the com- 
plainant. Mr. Shultz had been board- 
ing with the accused's mother, and 
owed her some three weeks’ board. In 
giving accused the coat,, Shultz had 
explained that-he'was going to journey 
to Mexico and. that. owlng to the 
warmth of the climate in that part of 
the world he would not require the fur 
coat there. 

At this stage of the trial, It was an- 
nounced by Mr. Cogswell that Mr. 
Shultz was not in Mexico. Indeed, he 
was very far distant from that trou- 
bled country. He was In Jail. 

Viddler also stated that he had giv- 
en the $40 he received for the coat to 
his mother to recoup her for the loss 
of Shultz'’s board .money and several 


small checks belonging to Shultz which 


she had cashed and which had failed 
to satisfy the officials of the bank. 

After several witnesses had declared 
that they were in attendance whet 
Shultz gave the coat to Fiddler, Judge 
Lees discharged the accused, remark- 
ing that there was no evidence to show 
that he had stolen the coat,

This man, 
calling himself Russell A. McDougall, 
had defrauded a number of merchants 
in Winnipeg by means of bogus checks.

Battle Reported. 


A battle Is reported to have been 
fought at Arlo De Rosales, in the state 
of Michoacan, between 60 federals and 
850 rebels, The rebels are said to havo 
withdrawn from the fleld after three 
hours’ fighting, leaving behind them 
25 dead, while only one federal is re- 
ported to have been killed. 

Brownsville, Tex., Nov. 19—With the 
loss of hundreds of lives and with 
great destruction of property in what 
General Gonzales, rebel commander 
describes as the “bloodiest battle of the 
revolution,” Victoria, capital of the 
Mexican state of Tamaulipas, was 
captured by the constitutlonalists ear- 
ly yesterday. The fall of the capital 
city gives the insurrectlonary, move- 
ment control of the entire state except 
the important seaport Tampico, where 
a strong force of rebels is already op- 
erating. 

General Luis Cabellero probably will 
be named military governor of Tamau- 
lipas, in the organization of the state 
by the constitutionalists. 


“Bodies Litter Streets. 


It was sald the bodies of dead lit- 
tered the streets and lay thick in the 
court yard and halls of the government 
palace, where a portion of the federal 
garrison made a last stand after be- 
ing driven from a Catholic sanctuary, 
where they took refuge Monday. Every 
one of these defenders was slain. 

The greater portion of the garrison 
of 3,000 men, however, evacuated the 
city at 8:30 o'clock yesterday morning 
after 49 hours of continuous fighting. 
They retreated to Tula, several miles 
away, where they were overtaken by 
the constitutionalists and again de- 
cisively defeated at 1 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon. They fied demoralized into 
the hills, 

Hundreds Killed. , 


The attacking rebels were reported 
to number 6,000 men. ‘Their loss was 
very light according to Gen. Gonzales, 
who sald tho federals had beer lterally 
slaughtered and that the total loas of 
life would run into the hundreds. 

Terrible destruction of property was 
done In the two days’ 
raged through the principal streets of 
the city, and many handsome bulldings 
were levelled by the torch in the hand- 
to-hand fighting. Victoria has a popu- 
lation of 15,000, and {s situated in a rich 
farming section, inhabited by many 
Americans.

Robert Fiddler Accused of 
Having Stolen a Coon 
Skin Garment. 


SASKATOON MAN WAS IN 
RETIREMENT AT TIME 


Defendant Pleads Not Guilty 
But Woman Swears She 
Bought Coat for $40, 


The fate of a fur coat that had per- 
force to be deserted by its owner, was 
related in the district court today be- 
fore Judge Lees, The case Was: that 
in which J. B. Foley, of Saskatoon, 
accused Robert Fiddler, of Edmonton, 
of having between the 18 of May and 
the 4 of October, stolen a coon-skin 
coat yalued at $175. Fiddler pleaded 
not guilty, and was defended by Mr. 
L. W. Brown, while Mr. BE. B. Cogs- 
well acted for the crown, 

According to the story told by the 
plaintify, he had asked a friend of his, 
called Mr. Shultz, to take charge of 
his property, and hand It over to Mr. 
L. W. Brown, the solicitor defending 
the accused. He afterwards discover- 
ed that Mr. Shultz had proved un- 
faithful, having, along with the coat, 
disappeared. 

Asked in a gentle tone of voice by 
Mr. Brown, just why it wa. that he 
personally had not gone to the trouble 
of seeing to the disposition of his own 
property, Mr. Foley softly answered 
that it had been impossible for him to 
do so,'as he had been in jail. He ad- 
ded that the vanished coat had been 
traced, and the discovery made that it 
had been sold by Fiddler to a wo- 
man. E 

In the witness box the woman who 
bought the coat from Fiddler averred 
That she had paid $40 for it, and that 
her object in making the purchase was 
to hand over the coat to her husband 
as a present. Following up this state- 
ment, she remarked that she and her 
husband had had a disagreement all 
summer and that now they had drifted 
apart. She had no reason whatever to 
believe that the coat was not the pro- 
perty of the accused. 

In giving evidence {n his own behalf, 
Fiddler alleged that he had received 
the coat as a present from Mr. Shultz, 
the afore-mentioned friend of the com- 
plainant. Mr. Shultz had been board- 
ing with the accused's mother, and 
owed her somé three weeks’ board. In 
giving accused the ‘coat, Shultz had 
explained that he was going to journey 
to Mexico and, that. owing to the 
warmth of the climate in that part of 
the world he would not require the fur 
coat there. 

At this stage of the trial, it was an- 
nounced by Mr. Cogswell that Mr. 
Shultz was not in Mexico. Indeed, he 
was very far distant from that trou- 
bled country. He was in Jail. 

Viddler also stated that he had giy- 
en the $40 he received for the coat to 
his mother to recoup her for the loss 
of Shultz’s board .money and _ several 
small checks belonging to Shultz which 
she had cashed and which had falled 
to satisfy the officials of the bank. 

After several witnesses had deciared 
that they were in attendance whet 
Shultz gave the coat to Fiddler, Judge 
Lees discharged the accused, remark- 
ing that there was no evidence to show 
that he had stolen the coat.
